A siii'pjus of it'oii in the village water has 
plagued housewives ami businesses for quite some 
time. A new well hasn't solved the 'problem; What 
to do about it? • 

Plans were 5 well underway tb'lmiidia nitra- 
tion plant about a year ago, and everyone thought 
the solution to the problem was at hand. Hut. the 
cost of the filtration plant was much more than 
expected and the.village board started to have 
doubts as to. the. efficiency and operating costs of 
the plant. • Other communities were finding the, 
plants a less than perfect" solution and too ex- 
pensive. " . . . 

. Mayor Toft and board members -have been 
investigating various solutions .to the problem 
since then. Their latest foray was to a pilot. plant 
at East Chjeago, Intl." 

Here they saw sewage run through the i'il- 
teVing process and come out pure enough for 
drinking water. One big advantage of this par- 
ticular process is.'that. it-is easily expandable as 
the population grows. 

they've learned a good many things in their 
hunt for a solution ftp. the village's water prob- 
lems which should "prove a help i" future de- 
cisionsr^'iFstTjengineei-shave found-that the water 
as it comes from the well is not too heavy in iron. 
It's in the trip through the water lines that the ac- 
cumulated iron. is picked up. So the village iscon- 
templating flushing the iron from the lines. This 
will mean that the water will have to be chlorin- 
ated for a while. 

Flushing. out the accumulated iron is no per- 
manent solution to the problem. Toft reports. Ex- 
perts working* on the question of why minerals in 
the water are becoming an increasing problem 
no w believe that the fault lies, in the water pipes. 
*\ The pipes were for many years either, 

iron or lead. In late years, there's been a' big in- 
crease in the use of copper. And the combination 
•of the different metals, plus thewater, produces 
electrolysis, which causes the mineral to settle in 
the pipes. This is one reason, says Toft, why new 
homes have more trouble with the iron than old 
h omef; — plumbers now use copper almost ex- 

~ clusively; 

Prohibit the further use of copper? You'd 
kill have to. have brass fittings, says Tod Maple- 
thorpe. It would hardly be practical to replace 
miles, of water lines. 

The board hopes that before too long they'll 
find the best' and cheapest way to remove the ex- 
cess iron from the water. And they want the peo- 
ple to l^iow : that they're not just ignoring the 

* problem. They're putting in a good many hours 
hunting for" the best solution before embarking 

... on any plan.

How _;the_Proceeding Works 

Generally speaking, if your 
property ojr a part of it should 
fall within an area' to be ac- 
quired, the condemning body 
will make an offer to you for 
your land. If you feel, that 
this offer is insufficient com- 
pensation for your land, the 
condemning, body will' bring 
an action in the appropriate 
court, asking the court to fix 
a fair price to be paid for 
the land.' You are entitled to

BEWARE CADMIUM 
POISON 

Cadmium poisoning has 
been a'concorn of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health 
/for years, according to' Dr. 
Fran khu D7~ Yiider, - depart- 
ment director. 

Cadmium poisoning results 
from the use of refrigerator 
racks for cooking on barbecue 
grills. Instances of metallic 
cadmium poisoning have also 
resulted from storing an acid 
liquid, such as^a fruit drink, 
in pans made of metals con- 
taining cadmium or antimony. 

More recently,, several, 
deaths were reported from 
(he industrial use of silver 
solders. This is a risk for 
hobbyists who use such sol- 
der. The danger lies in 
breathing the fumes, which 
are practically odorless. Good 
circulation of air is needed 
when soldering.

Pheasants .Diminish 

The number of phensnnls hi 
tlio productive faniilaiul of 
ensl-cen tral Illinois has dc* 
eioased^li'iiRtically-in-tho-lasL 
two years, according to wild- 
life specialists of the Illinois 
Natural History Survey. • 

Wildlife scientists explain 
that pheasants nest primarily 
in grasses and legumes, bul 
only rarely in soybeans' and 
almost never in cornfields: 
The acreage of hay and pas- 
ture decreased from .21 per 
cent of the study area in 1957 
to only 4 per cent In 1905. 

Censuses made by the sur- 
vey indicated that pheasants 
in the fall of 1905 totaled 
only about 40 per cent of the 
peak -populations of 19(>l and 
1962., • 

The problem is to provide 
more nesting sites and one 
possibility is (lie develop- 
ment of grassy cover along 
rural roads and highways. In 
the last two years the num- 
ber of "pheasant nests- on ex- 
perimental roadside ' plots 
seeded to grasses and legumes 
exceeded the density of nests 
per acre in other cover types 
in the study area.
